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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior arts US Patent 
No. 6,754,520 B2 (herein referred to as DeSilets et al.) and US Publication No. 2004/0057557 
Al (herein referred to as Nafstadius) disclose a support table to move or position a subject of 
interest in a medical imaging system such as CT or MRI with a motorized belt and a split table 
support. However none of the above arts anticipate a movable horizontal table disposed through 
an opening, being split with a horizontal slot aligned with a peripheral slot. In addition above 
prior arts do not render obviousness to include the novel subject matter stated above.
